Why, it may well be asked, go to so much trouble and exponse to bring 
in people and assist them to become established in this country while at the 
same time neglect those simple precautions which would result Jn saving the 
lives of babies in our Canadian homes? It is because of ignorance on the part 
of people and indifference resulting from such ignorance. 

Since the war the Canadiay Red Cross Society has conducted a persistent 

campaign for “the {mprovement of health, the prevenuon of disease, and the 
miligation of suffering” with the slogan “All for health; health for all," but 


with only indifferent results, ‘Phe Canadian ‘Tuberculesis Association hasjenoe; the most camplicated watch 


“With equal vigor sought to arouse and acquaint pecp!» with the facts relating 
to the great white plague. Por three years pas., -esearch workers of the 
Canadian Soclal Hygiene Council have studied the statistics dealing with 
preventable disease and are now about to embar on A Dominion-wide cam- 
puign of education in an effort to secure the active interest and co-operation 
of the people of Canada. . 

As a result of the Councll’s research work they have ascertained that 
almost fifty per cent. of present-day illness is not necessary. Jt has been 
shown ‘that, fu Canada, there are 180,000 people {11 each day and that, there- 
“fore, one-half of these, or nearly one per cent, of our total population, ig 
continuously il] unnecessarily, It is estimated that the total cost of Illness to 
the Dominion of Canada each year‘equals 75 per rent. of the Federal Guv- 
ernment’s total expenditure during 1924, or $270,000,000. 

This is by no means all. It has been established that preventable {Illness 
fs the cause of a great many social problems wlth which, at first glance, it 
may seem to have no connection. Preventable flIness brings preventable 
death and preventable death breaks up the home, These researeh workers ‘iu- 
vestigated the question of juvenile delinquency and found that a large propor- 
tlon of the cases coming to the juvenile courts came from homes disrupted 
by preventable’ death. - Prevenbable death brought poverty in ils train 
and poverty resulted in improper HyIng conditions and provided 4 breeding 
ground for more preveniable disease which in {urn led to more pr2ventuble 
deaths. - It is a vicious circle, resulting {n cnormmous suffering andloss. 

The most encoft$ging!teature at’ present is the tact that ih@Bominion's 
leaders in business, finance and: industry are awakening to a realization that 
health ig a business problem; that tléy and their companies, their cmptoyces 
and their ‘assistants, are now footing colossal bills as a result of unnecessary 
\lIness. Aside from the humanitarian aspects of the problem, it is now becom: 
ing more generally realized that preventable illness is imposing a huge fin- 
ancial burden on the nation and on the nation’s business in all its many 
departments, 

The Canadian Social Hygiene Council, the Red Cross, and other health 

_ agencies are agreed that it is now time for anollier great war—a war agains? 
{Iness. ‘They are engaging in a campaign of education for recruits just as 
Kitchener and others campaigned for them in 1914-28. The crux of the problem 
is,—will the people respond enthusiastically and in their thousands In a war 
to save life as they did in a war to destroy Hfe? If the average man and 
woman can only be made to realize that guarding thelr milk and water sup- 
plies will make an epidemic of typhoid impossible, that small-pox, diphtheria, 


scarlet fever and other infectious diseases can be controlled and gradually | 


wiped out as completely as leprosy or yellow fever, then they are Boing to 
see to it that their communities take the required aclion. 

Science has: made possible the-accomplishment of this highly desirable 
result. It remains for the people to inform themselves and profit by the 
information which is so readily available to them.

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Methods ‘Used. By Travellers 
To Determine General Direction) ,; 


Both By Day .And By Night 


When travelling. in unfaralllar coun- 
try, it often becomes necessary to de- 
termine direction. Most ‘people are 
able in a general sort of way to do go 
in the daytime by means of the sun if 
it is shining, or at night (speaking 
more particularly of the northern 
hemisphere), by means of the north 
btar. : 

Some people secm-to possess the 
facully of telling direction by: means 
of the sun with a remarkable: degree 
of accuracy. To those who have difi- 
culty in this regard, the well-known 
method cf making use of the watch in 
connectién with the sun may be em- 
ployed. This is effected by holding 
the watch level and pointing the hour 
hand at the sun and accepting the 
midway between it and the figure 12 
on the dial as the due south direction. 

This will not give direction ac- 
curatciy but will be good enough for 
most practical purposes. The sun ap- 
pears to go sround the earth in a 
clockwise direction (io those in the 
northern hemisphere), making the 
complete circle in twenty-four hours, 


“The hour hand of the watch makes'a 


revolution once in twelve hours or, in 
other words, moves twice us fast -as 
the sun appears ‘to travel. Assuming 
that the sun {fs due south when.,the 
hour hand of the watch is at 12 noon, 
the working out of this simple -racth- 
od becomes quite apparent after.a lit- 
tle consideration. 

For two reasons the method.is not 
absolute. One is that at 12 noon by the 
watch, except on four days.in. the 
year, the sun is not exactly due south 
but is constantly varying in its posi- 
tion. Another reason is that the sun 
does not move around the horizon on 
a level with the hands of the watch 
but siantingly, moving up in: the 
morning and down .in the afterroon. 
Thus il is the sun raay appear to move 
farther during an hour near_the mid- 
die of the day than during the same 
period of time in the morning or the 
evening. 

At night the position of tho Pole 
Star, or Polaris, is an infallible guide. 
This star may readily be picked cut 
in tho sky by using the two jouter 
stars of the Great Bear constellation 
or “big dipper” as it is often ealled as 
pointers. The North Star also tobitis’ 
the end star of the handle of the Lii- 
tle Bear consteliation of ‘the “litle 
dipper,” but this cannot always ! be 
made out even when the stars lare 
shining on account of the fact that 
they zre so: much less magnitude. 

When travelling in’ strange country, 
through the woods, ete., it often hap- 
pens that one wishes to know the di- 
rection when the sky is overesst with 
clouds. Some people who are farailiar 
with the woods can read the signs 
from the evidences of ‘Nature. “Ehus 
the southern sides of certain kinds 
of poplar trees are commonly whiter 
than the northern sides, duc to: the 
action of the sun, In certain trees, 
more moss will grow on the north side 
than on the south, Some Indiains, it is 
claimed, can tell direction in a grassy 
country by the way the grays les, due 
to the prevailing winds. i 

Dut these methods, when one.is lost 
on 2 cloudy day in a strange district, 
or particularly in the woods, are.more 
likely than not to add to onc’ ‘con- 
fusion. How much better would it be 
dn this case if one were provided ‘with 
a good magnetic compass and a aha 
map of the district as well, and mew 
how to use them hoth. bo

inigtoving Feeding Value Of Hay 


Mixtures Of Sweet Clover and West- 
ern Rye Grass Give Good 
~ Results 

Sweet clover and western rye grass 
have given satisfactory results when 
grown in combination at the Scott, 
Saskatchewan, Experimental Station. 
The mixture improves the feeding 
value of the hay. A good aftermath, 
principally of sweet clover, is always 
secured from the first crop after sced- 
ing. Sweet clover, however, does not 
appear in the» second crop except 
where the seed failed to germinate 
in the first year. It has been objected 
that the sweet clover often matures 
earlier than the rye grass. On the 
other hand it cures more easily when 
mixed with rye grass than when 
grown alone. 


A Test Of Endurance 


Severat Motor Cyclists Have Scaled 
Scotland’s Highest Mountain 

Riding up Ben Nevis, Scotland’s 
highest mountain, has become a pop 
ular test of endurance with motor 
cyclists. The feat’ has been success- 
fully accomplished several times, and 
a few days ago a Midlothian ‘cyclist 
reached the summit under adverse 
weather conditions in 2 hours and 2 
minutes, Heavy rain fell, and about 
midway a driving mist was encoun- 
tered.

Policing Western Provinces 


Negotiations Under Way With Object 

Of Turning Over Enforcement 

To R.C.M.P, 
Negotlations are under way be- 
tween the three prairies provinces 
and the federal department of justice 
which have, as their objective, turn- 
ing over the enforcement of provincial 
laws to the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 

Announcement to this effect was 
made by the department of justice. 
The officials stated that all three 
prairie provinces were involved, but 
that Saskatchewan was pressing much 
harder than either Manitoba or Al 
beria. 

At the present time all three prov 
inces have their own provineial fcrces, 
which enforce provincial statutes. 
The Federal Government also keeps 
detachments of the R.C.M.P. in the 
provinces to enforce Dominion 
statutes, thus creating a duplication 
in police service, which the provinces 
would now avoid. 

Years ago the R.C.M.P. did the 
police work for both federal and pro- 
vincial governments in Saskatchewan. 
The provincial government made a 
cash payment annually in return for 
services rendered. In the event of an 
agreement being reached in the pres- 
ent negotiations, the provinces wauld 
be expected to recompense the federal 
government for the -additional work 
involved. 

Officials stated that the negotiations 
had not been completed, ang that it 
was, as yet, impossible to say {f an 
agreement would be reached. 


Willing To Experiment 


New Zealand Is Foremost Country In 
Trying Out New ideas 

New Zealand, growing Dominion of 
the Pacific was revealed as a piace to 
try things first, by Walter Nash, head 
of his national group at the Honoiulu 
conference of tho Institute of Pacific 
Relations. Mr. Nash is secretary of 
the New Zealand Labor Party. He 
sald: . 

’ “New Zealand has in the past been 
a country of experiments. 

“It was one of the first countries to 
institute old-age pensions, 

“It was the first country to grant 
full electoral rights to women. 

It has a State Advances Depart- 
ment from which money is advanced 
at practicully cost price to farmers 
for productive purposes, and to work- 
ers for house building. 

“It operates two State coal mines, 
and runs all the railway systems, It 
conducts fire, accident and lifo in- 
surance.” F 


Oat Straw For Steers 


Shown That Steers Can Be Profitably 
Fed On Oat Straw 

Tests to determine the feeding 
value of different roughages for steers 
have been made at the Scott, Sas- 
katchewan, Experimental Station. The 
steers used in the experiment were 
divided into four lots, one lot recciv- 
ing only straw as a roughage and the 
others oat straw with prairie wool, 
western rye grass hay and _ oat 
sheaves. The amount of meal fed to 
each lot was the same and consisted 
of a mixture of oats and barley with 
2.9 per cent. oil cakemeal. Tho lot fed 
oat straw without other roughage 
gave a considerable higher profit than 


_|{the other lots, The lot fed Western 


rye grass In conjunction with oat 
straw gave the smallest returns. The 
experiment, which has now been car- 
ried on for two years, shows that 
steers can be proiitably fed on oat 
straw provided a good grain ration 1s 


used. It is an important fact for a 
farmer who has an abundance of good 
oat straw that he does not need prai- 
rie wool, western rye or oat sheaves 
to feed in conjunction with it. 
Peace River Finest Territory

To make an intensive. examination 
and patrol of the area East cf Great 
Slave Lake, recently ‘set aside as a 
sanctuary for musk-ox and other wild 
life, the Department of the Interior is 
sending out an experienced exporer 
having an intimate knowledge of the 
animal life of the region. Early in 
January W. I. R. Hoare of the North 
West Territories and Yukon Branch, 
will leave Ottawa for Edmonton on 
ttht first leg of his journey. to the 
15,000 square mile reserve lying on 
the Thelon and Hanbury rivers in the 
North West Territories. From  Ed- 
monton Mr. Hoare will continue by 
rail to Waterways, the end of steel, 
and there he will begin an 800-mile 
journey by dog team to the proposed 
location of his base camp on the site 
of Fort Reliance, about 35 miles 
southwest of tle westernmost corner 
of the sanctuary. About a month will 
be occupied in the trip to Fort Rell- 
ance, and it is not expected ‘hat Mr, 
Hoare will return South before the 
end of 1928 or the spring of 1929. 

Accurate information has long been 
recognized as the bagis of eMficient and 
economical administration, and it is 
for this reason that the Department of 
the Interior is having careful examina: 
tions made of this part of Canada’s 
vast Northland before undertaking the 
expenditures necessary to conserve 
and develop the resources therein. 
During his patrol Mr. Hoare will take 
a census of the wild animals in the 
reserve, indicating as far as possible 
the inroads being made by. wolves and 
other predatory animals. . 

He will also report on what meas- 
ures should be taken to protect the 
big game therein, particularly’ the 
musk-ox and the caribou; on the num- 
ber of wardens that will be required 
to properly patrol the area; and on 
the best locations for wardeus’ cabins. 
There are no permanent residents, 
cither native or white, in the sane- 
tuary, and the area is, as far as is 
known, seldom visited, nevertheless 
observations will be made of the num- 
ber, if any, of Eskimos and Indians 
visiting the area and the seasons at 
which they appear. 

For the purpose of equipping this 
patrol ,six Eskimo sled dogs were 
brought;from Pond Inlet, Baffin Island, 
by the 1927 Canadian Arctic Expedi- 
tlon. Sled dogs from the Eastern Are- 
tic are noted for their strength and 
endurance and on that account are 
rated highly by travellers in the Far 
North. A thick growth of fur close to 
the skin protects the Eskimo dog from 
the cold winds of the Arctic regions 
and makes him most suitable for 
worl in the open expanses of the 
great Northern Plains. 

On the journey in Mr. Hoare will 
be joined by a game warden at Fort 
Smith,-the local administrative’ head- 
quarters of the North West Tervitor- 
jes. The warden will accompany Mr. 
Hoare during the patrol and if it is 
necessary will bring a team of dogs 
to help in moving the equipment to 
Fort Reliance. Should the return trip, 
late in 1928, or early in 1929; be made 
via Fort Smith, the Eskimo dogs will 
be left there for the use of the ward- 
ens on patrol work.

Golden Text: “Pure religion and 
undefiled before our God and Father 
is this, to visit the fatherless and 
widows in their affliction, and to keep

Lesson; Isaiah 3.1-5.30. 

Devotional Reading: Isaiah 65.6-13. 


Explanatlons and Comments 


I. The Parable Of the Vineyard, 
verses 1-6.—"‘Let mo sing for my well- 
beloved a song of my beloved touch- 
ing his vineyard.” “Isaiah begins his 
discourse like a player who hag wu 
crowd around him, and with ajluring 
words addresses and rouses up him- 
self and his hearers. But the winged 
rhythm, the musical euphony, and the 
graceful assonance of the invocation 
are inimitable, and cannot be repro- 
duced in a translation.”—Delitzsen. 

“My well-beloved (Jchovah) had a 
vineyard in a very fruitful lfl] (the 
land of Canaan).” We gathered out the 
stones, dug it well, planted the cholc- 
est vines, built a watch tower and 
hewed a winepress; but instead of the 
choicest grapes, which he had expect:

Along Bay Railway 


Some Quarter Sections Now Open For 
Entry Says Minister Of 
Interior 

Ottawa.—Iiomesteading facilities in 
the territory adjacent to the Ifudson’s 
Bay Railway and the progress of the 
surveys in that country were outlined 
by Hon. Charles Stewart, Minister of 
the Interior and Mines. 

The Minister said: “From time to 
time during the past few years vari- 
ous officers of both the departments 
over which I preside have made in- 
vestigations and carried out surveys 
in the territory adjacent to the Hud- 
son’s Bay Railway route. Lands im- 
mediately adjacent to the railway 
from The Pas to Mile 241 have al- 
ready been surveyed into quarter sec- 
tions and are now open for homestead 
entry. 

“Data of considerable ‘worth has 
been secured respecting the location, 
extent and value of agricultural lands, 
forests, water powers and minerals. 
Land and aerial surveys have been 
projected over much of the region and 
active progress has been made in map- 
ping the area more completely. 

Additional land surveys will be 
made in any areas that are founda 
suitable for immediate settlement and 
generally such activities will be un- 
dertaken as will enable the govern- 
ment to adequately cope with any de- 
velopment that completion of the rai{l- 
way may bring about.”

Feeding Young Pigs 


Value Of Buttermilk Over Tankage Is 
Shown In Experiment 

Buttermliik proved to be more yal- 
uable than tankage for feeding grow- 
ing pigs in an experiment conduc.ed 
at the Seott, Saskatchewan, IFxperl- 
mental Station. Four lots of Yorkshire 
piss were used. Lot 1 receiyed butter- 
milk, and lot 2 tankage from weaning 
until marketed. Lots 3 and 4 received 
buttermilk after weaning for four 
menths, after which lot 3 was given 
tankage and lot 4 neither buttermilk 
or tankage until marketed. The lot 
receiving buttermilk for the full per- 
jod made the most gains and returned 
the highest net profit, while the lot 
receiving tankage from first to ast 
made the Iowest gains and gave the 
least profit.

Astronomers Selve Preblem 


Have Measured Strength Of Calcium; 

Lines Of Sun's Atmosphere | 
“One of the nroblems which the! 
Royal Observatory at Greenwich was 
unable to unravel at the time of the; 
sun's eclipse last June has been solved | 
in ordinary daylight without aid of the | 
eclipse. 

Details of the experiment were dis- 
closed by C. R. Davidson, Greenwich | 
astronomer, before the Royal Astron- 
omical Society. Mr. Davidson explain- 
ed that the problem was to observe 
the respective strength of the dilffer- 
ent calclum Hnes in the blue anq in- 
fra-red regions of the sun-s atmos- 
phere. 

To accomplish this, the spectro- 
graph used by Ciggleswicks was set 
up in Greenwich witlr the necessary 
modifications. An image of the sun 
was formed by means of a_ fifteen- 
inch reflector. The observations were 
hampered by wet weather, but the 
observer sueceeded in comparing the 
strength of the nes.

Economic Losses From Unnecessary, 

IIness and Health 
- After all, a health officer is but ono 
man. Expert in his own field as he is, 
the mere proclamation of his appoint- 
ment to guard the community’s well- 
being and the payment of an annual 
salary does not endow him with the 
ability to perform miracles. It {s not 
reasonable to scicct one man, put the 
task of public health entirely in his 
hands and expect him to accomplish 
it single-handed. 

lis work can only be effective if it 
is carried on with the intelligent sup- 
port of every member of the commun- 
ity. This involves education in the 
basic principles of health. In oi:her 
words, it involves creating public 
opinion. Governments can not under- 
take this task. The duty of govern- 
ments is to follow public opinion, not 
to create it. 

Public opinion must be created by 
the public itself, by the citizeng band, 
ing themselves together to worl for 
the general good—a voluntary organ- 
ization. A voluntary organization, 
therefore, must undertake the work of 
health education. 

To grasp the underlying principles 
affecting public health, it is necessary, 
if one is to get to the root of the mat- 
ter, to tackle the problems which are 
affecting the race as a whole, the hid- 
den causes which weaken [t and un- 
dermine it. It Is necessary to draw the 
attention of all Canadians to these fac- 
tors, educate them against them and 
teach them how they may be avoided 
or suppressed. : 

But this gees far beyond public 
health as the public understands it to- 
day. These factors are mental, moral, 
physical, as well as ‘social. Good hous- 
ing improves the stamina of the race, 
cuts death rates, suppresses disease 
at its source, merely by changing liv- 
ing conditions. Organized recreation 
does the same thing. So docs periodic 
heaith examination. Divorce, crime, 


| separation of parents, all the things 


which break up the home, and upset 
our socix.l conditions, create disease 
and death which are. unnecessary. 
And unnecessary disease and death 
in thefr turn unite to create new social 
problems. | 

Had the average Canadian a basic 
understanding of the subject, the re- 
sults would commence to show, almost 
immediately, in reduced death’ and 
preventable disease rates and in a 
cutting down of our tremendous an- 
nual economic losses from unneces- 
sary illness and death. It would en- 
able the members of a community to 
co-operate with thelr local public 
health officials in a manner which 
could easily increase the effectiveness 
of the latter many times.
